The season's longest heat wave 


showed no immediate signs of 
breaking over the central and 
southeast sections of the country 
today. 


More hot and humid weather 


was forecast, with daytime tem- 
peratures in the 90s. Sleeping was 
a problem as temperatures stayed 
in the 70s during the night. Today 
was the sixth straight day of op- 
pressive heat in most of the mid- 
west. For the first time in weather 
bureau history Chicago Tuesday 
had it* fifth straight June-day of 
02 degrees or higher temperature 
with a top of 95. 


Seasonal temperatures were re- 


ported in most other parts of the 
country, with cool weather in the 
Rockies and in sections of New 
England. 


Heavy showers hit midwest and 


southern states, with largest falls 
reported in Iowa, Wisconsin, Flori- 
da, Georgia and Ttxa*.

it possible to stay in tune with both Republican factions—if the faith 
is kept. 


About .100 > persons attending a 


party meeting in Maxon Manor 
heard the GOP senatorial candi 
date say he believes "one can 
have a strong position with defer- 
ence to Sen. Joe McCarthy (R-Wis) 
and still be m tune with the pies- 
ent administration. 


"If he (Sen. McCarthy) is a Re- 


publican .. . shouldn't he merit the 
support of all men who put party 
and principles above intra-paity 
convictions?" 


Favors Bricker Bill 


Meek said he still is in favor of 


the Bricker amendment to curb the 
treaty-making powers of the presi- 
dent. Meek, who opposes Democra- 
tic Sen. Paul H. Douglas in No- 
vember, said: 


"I'll never be able to understand 


why it is considered impossible to 
support the administiation and 
have an honest conviction that the 
Bricker 
amendment 
should 
be 


adopted. 


"No one will ever be able to con- 


vince me that the President does 


not recognize the need for some 
amendment." 


Touching on the troops-to-Indo- 


china issue Meek said, "It (the 
present administration) is a peace 
administration, and every effort on 
my pan will be expended* to keep 
it so."

Joseph R. McCarthy (R-Wis) is dividing the country, said Flanders 
should "stick to the welfare of his state." 


"Is Sen. Flanders uniting us?" 


the Cardinal said. "That's outside- 
his province. I'd stick to the wel- 
fare of his state." 


The Cardinal returned on the 


liner Independence from a Marian 
year pilgrimage to Rome, dunng 
which he attended the canonization 
of Pope Pius X, 


In a shipboaid interview the 


Cardinal was asked about a Sen- 
ate speech by Flanders in which 
the Vermont senator said Cardinal 
Spellman shook hands with Sen. 
McCarthy after the Wisconsin sen- 
ator had addressed a Roman Cath- 
olic communion breakfast of mem- 
bers of the New York City Police 
Department 


In hit speech Flanders said "did 


this mean that the imprimatur of 
'nihil obstat' (nothing objection- 
able) has been set by the church 
on these debonair campaigns to 
divide Americans . . . on religious 
lines? It looked like a pretty seri- 
ous business." 


As>kcd whether his presence at 


the breakfast represented an "Im- 
primatur" or approval, of Sen. 
McCarthy's views, Cardinal Spell- 
man said: 


"Let him (Sen. Flanders) write 


me a letter if he wants to know. 
That's the best way to find out. 
I'm surprised that a New England-' 
or could be that naive. It's won- 
derful to have been mentioned in 
tht Senate." 


Eisenhower Says He's Giving 
No Thought to Plans for 1956 


Denies He 
Discussed 
Reelection 


Churchill's Visit 
Designed for Show 
Of Unity, He Says 
WASHINGTON UP)—Pres- 


ident Eisenhower said today 
he is giving no thought now 
as to whether he will seek re- 
election in 1956. 


The President also told his news 


conference his forthcoming confer- 
ence here with Prime Minister 
Clnirchill was suggested by 
Churchill to combat what Eisen- 
hower termed 
the theory that 


there is a great rift between the 
United Stat.es and Britain. 


Eisenhower said the mam pur- 


pose of the conference, to be held 
at the White House the weekend 
starting June 25, is* to make the 
alliance between the two nations 
as strong as possible. 


AdnniK' Statement 


The President's remarks regard- 


ing 1956 were touched off by a 
newsman's reminder that Eisen- 
hower's chief aide, S h e r m a n 
Adams, suggested last week that 
Eisenhower might not. run again 
for the presidency if the Repub- 
licans were to lose control of Con- 
gress in the elections this fall. 
"Eisenhower was asked whether 
such a political development in No- 
vember might have this effect on 
his plans. 


He paused for a moment, then 


laughed. Then Eisenhower went on 
to say that to his best knowledge 
the matter of what he will do in 
1956 never yet has been discussed 
by him, except perhaps in a face- 
tious manner. 


No Predictions 


The President said he was not 


going to make any prediction on 
that matter. He added, to a round 
of laughter, that what happens 
then is sufficient unto the day and 
the evils thereof. 


He mentioned the great world 


problems confronting the United 
States and said those are occupy- 
ing his mam attention at this time. 
He said that not by any matter of 
means was he casting his mind 
forward to 1956 at this time.

then noted t hat 


Adams, in his remaiks last week, 
had mentioned the possible loss 
of Congi ess to the Democrats as 
only one of three factots which 
might cause Eisenhower not to 
seek a second term. 


Adams declined to disclose the 


other two and the President was 
asked whether he knows what they 
arc. 


Warned By Adams 


Laughing, E i s e n h o w e r said 


Adams had mentioned to him just 
before the news conference that 
he might be asked about THOSE 
OTHER TWO CONDITIONS. The 
President quoted Adams as saying 
he hadn't event told Eisenhower 
about them, but he would do so 
some other time. 


The news confeience questions 


dealt with several matters, among 
them: 


Farm Legislation—the President 


again declined to say whether he 
would veto any bill to continue 
government price supports at a 
fixed 90 per cent of parity, in- 
stead of providing for a shift to 
the flexible price support plan ad- 
vocated by the administration. 


The President declined to com- 


mit himself on a House Agricul- 
ture Committee proposal to hike 
the price support level of butter 
and dairy products to 80 per cent 
of parity from the present 75 per 
cent. He said that specific idea

McCarthy conceded on the 
witness stand in the McCar- 
thy-army hearings today that 
he had signed G. David 
Schine's application for an 
army commission despite his 
previous testimony he "never 
saw it" and knew nothing 
about it. 


Joseph N. Welch, special Army 


counsel, produced surprise photos 
of the application for Schine, a 
former McCarthy consultant and 
central figure in the exchange ot 
"pressure" and "blackmail" 
charges between Secretary of the 
Army Stevens and McCarthy. 


Welch referred first to sworn 


testimony of McCarthy June 10 that 
he knew nothing about Schlne'a 
application for 
a commission, 


which the Army turned 
down. 


Schine subsequently was drafted 
as a private Nov. 3.

'When Welch* waved "the paper 
before him, McCarthy said with a 
grin and chuckle "don't tell me I 
notarized It." 


"No," Welch replied, "you mere- 


ly signed it." 


The Aimy special'counsel said 


that he didn't think the conflict in 
McCarthy's statement was "a dev- 
astating thing," but that he be- 
lieved it ought to be brought,, out. 


McCarthy did not dispute Welch's 


statement in the hearings but dur- 
ing the luncheon recess told news- 
men: 


"I find that all I did was wit- 


ness his (Schlne's) signature to a 
loyalty oath. I will .bring this up 
as the first order of business this 
afternoon. A completely dishonest 
impression has been created." 


The loyalty oath is part of th« 


application for a commission.

Oppenheimer Faces Lonely 
Life If His Appeal Fails 


By JAMES MAR LOW 


WASHINGTON <*-The life of 


Dr. J. Robert OppenheimeF. the 
atomic scientist, will be marked 
and lonely if the Atomic Energy 
Commission decides his govern- 
ment can no longer trust him with 
secrets. 


The 50-year-old Oppenheimer di- 


rected the original A-bomb devel- 
opment from 1942 until the war 
ended in 1945. From 1947 he has 
been one of a group of scientists 
advising the AEC on atomic prob- 
lems, with access to the most de- 
licate secrets. 


He helped in writing this coun* 


try's atomic disarmament plan, 
which Russia rejected. He had 
been adviser to the American dele- 
gation at the United Nations. 
Meanwhile, he has lived at Prince- 
ton, N. J., directing the Institute 
fox Advanced Study. 


Asked Advice 


One of the most important pieces 


of advice the govenrment asked 
him for—this was in 1949 — was 
whether the United States should 
go all-out in making the H-bomb. 


He was against the all-out idea, 


as were many other scientists and 
some members of the AEC itself. 
He favored a balanced program of 
A-bomb weapons. On Jan. 31, 1950, 
former President Truman ordered 
all-out work on the H-bomb. 


Oppenheimer was investigated by 


the government when Truman set 
up his program for checking on the 
loyalty of government employes. 
He continued to work on secret 
matters. 


Then on April 27, 1953, President 


Eisenhower issued an order calling 
upon every department head to re- 
view every case in which there had 
been a full FBI field investigation, 
as there was in . Oppenhcimer's 
case. 
R 


Ordered Review 


On July 7, 3953, four days after 


Eisenhower had made him chair- 
man of the five-man AEC, Lewis 
L. Strauss ordered a review of Op- 
penheimer to see whether he was 
a security risk. This was in keep- 


| ing with the President's general 
order of April 27. 


Strauss had been a member of 


the AEC, but no chairman, in 1949 
when Oppenheimer opposed the H- 
bomb. Strauss was one of those 
who favored going ahead with it. 


Early in December 1953, Strauss 


took to Eisenhower all the infor- 
mation the AEC had on Oppen- 
heimer. The President ordered a 
"blank wall" to be placed between 
Oppenheimer and secret informa- 
tion. 


On Dec. 23. 1953, Strauss told 


Oppenheimer he could resign his 
advisory Job with the AEC orv ask 
for hearings. The only way Oppen- 
heimer could clear his name was 
to talk for a hearing. He did. 


Names Board 


The AEC appointed a special 


three-man board: Gordon Gray, 
now president of the University of 
North Carolina and formerly sec- 
retary of the Army; Dr. Ward V. 
Evans, professor of chemistry at 
Loyola University. Chicago; and 
Thomas A. Morgan, former presi- 
dent of the Sperry Corp. 


Hearings began April 23. The 


board heard over half a million 
words of testimony from Oppen- 
heimer and a parade of scientists 
and others who knew him and 
read 3.000 pages of information on 
the AEC files.

Oppenheimer's lawyers appealed 


to the full five-man AEC to review 
the findings of the board and re 
verse them.

ergy, which checks on the AEC 
has indicated it may investigate 
the Oppenheimer case all ovet 
again.

The fright felt -by many Americans in the face of the 


Communist menace i* genuine. And there can be no doubt 
lhat it is soundly based. We have seen enough of the Reds 
pattern of world conquest and their internal depredations to 
realize we are not involved in a child's game.

This is a country renowned for nearly 180 years for the 


power and example of its democratic ideals, its devotion to 
liberty in all its .forms.

man skills to outproduce as it did toward the close of World 
War II—ALL its allies and enemies combined. 


This is a country which gives a higher standard of liv- 


ing to more people over a wider area than any other nation 
on earth. 


This is a country which in its every characteristic act 


and mood is the living refutation of the Communist myth. 
Americans prove every day they get up and work and think 
•that the free do best in this world. 


This is a nation, too, which must be acknowledged— 


when all its assets, the material, the human and the spiritual, 
are added together—as the greatest power on the face of 
the globe. 


Let us be alert and prepared for our very real perils. 


But let us meet them as the men of strength and vision we 
really are, not as frightened children who imagine they have 
no safety from the world's cruelties.

NEW YORK—I don't know why the decline of professional base- 


ball ihould be a matter of almost tragic import to me because I 
don't see half a down. games a year and. in Tucson, I am alway* 
planning to attend-our bu*h-league games-next year. 


In my sport-writing phase I did much to de-glamorize the business 


in rebuke to grubby box-office mercenaries who let the papera and 
the fans create "heroes" out of common clay and 
then »ol4 them off like brutes. But my inner senti- 
ments were romantic, just the same. 


Many of the players I knew were fascinating 


individuals as far apart from the common run of 
people in their humor and tempers and quickness 
of mind as they were in athletic skill. Some.were 
utterly abandoned fighters with no holdsf barred. 
The saga of Ty Cobb an Charlie Herzog is a classic 
of bloodshed and unrelenting hatred lasting many 
years, although I dare say that Cobb has for- 
given since Herzog died destitute and alone but 
bravely proud. 


George Stovall also went for the jugular and a lawyer who pitched 


a few seasons for the Browns to see himself through further years in 
college once told me of a fight in which he thought Rogers Hornsby 
was surely going to kill a young giant with whom he had words in a 
pullman one night on the road. I know of no other line of work whose 
members are capable of such terrible furies, although this is by no 
means their most important characteristic. 


Parenthetically, let me say, too. 


r«;si«r 


and with no clue to the explana- 
tion, that ballplayers are terrible 
fighters from the standpoint of the 
professional ring. Art Shires, of 
the White Sox, was the only one 
who made a .serious attempt at 
prizefighting and he was so bad 
that 
they had 
to match him 


against another ballplayer, a Bos- 
ton catcher who needed the money 
for an operation on his wife. Any 
third-rate fighter of equal weight 
could knock the toughest free-style 
baseball brawler plumb dead in a 
round because here you have an- 
other kind of skill as distinct and 
competent as that'of the ballplay- 
ers in their own line. 


I have seen objections raised 


which I do not understand at all 
against the operation of a profes- 
sional baseball system consisting 
of a farm chain an^ a 
major 


league big store by Anheuser- 
Busch. 
Not only is there abso- 


lutely nothing wrong with that ar- 
rangement 
but this 
should and 


probably must be the next de- 
velopment in the evolution of a 
strange native-American industry 
and sentimental institution. There 
are sufficient big commercial firms 
with adequate advertising appro- 
priations to .save baseball from 
that public apathy which is not 
only progressive but, in some 
areas, galloping. 
General Mo- 


tors, Ford, Chrysler and, say. Kai- 
ser, each could subsidize a chain, 
although last time I saw him old 
Henry told me the Kaiser outfit 
owed the RFC about J19 millions 
of my tax money. I would want 
Henry to square that up before he 
went philanthropic on us in the 
field of baseball. 


We have enough other giants of 


advertising to round out the situa- 
tions—brewers, distillers, cigaret 
companies and sellers of shaving 
stuff. For a reason which I can- 
not understand at all, one senator 
in Washington has threatened ter- 
rible 
laws 
against 


wealthy patron who 


any 
such 


operates a 


mnjor league flub frankly as an 
advertising device to promote the 
sale of his product. 


But what can be wrong with 


that? How can that be immoral, 
even though the product be ciga- 


rets or whisky, when we approve 
of commercre in these merchan- 
dises and partake of their iniqui- 
ty, if any, by imposing exorbitant 
special taxes whereby we abate 
the tax burdens on ourselves? Why 
shouldn't the St. Louis Cardinals 
change their name to Budweiser 
and wear it on their uniforms? The 
name "Cardinals" is 
absolutely 


meaningless. I believe it was se- 
lected about 1914 by Mrs. Helene 
Britten, the wife of the man who 
then owned and operated the tea'm 
and park as a business property. 
I don't know why she picked the 
Cardinal, if she did. instead of the 
barnrat, the buzzard or the skunk 
all of which are equally suitable as 
long as you don't have to set forth 
any significance to justify a name. 


Inasmuch as Mr. Cusch owns 


both the brew and the club I see 
no objection to his naming the club 
after the product. 
Why shouldn't 


the Detroit club be called the Cad- 
dies after Cadillac if General Mo- 
tors should take over (a name 
which the copy-desk would chop 
down to cads, of course); or to the. 
Hanks or Henries if Ford should 
move in? Is there anything dis- 
graceful about these automobiles 
or the great pillars of our econ- 
omy which produce them? 


The customers are not support- 


ing baseball sufficiently to keep 
it going on gate receipts alone. The 
minor leagues are in desperate 
shape and are living on subsidies 
from the major leagues, which 
are coming to the point, with few 
exceptions, at which they will have 
to make some altogether neV ar- 
rangement. It is just speculation, 
hopped up with hope, to look to 
San Francisco, Los Angeles and 
Kansas City. The people there are 
the same breed of cats that have 
turned away from baseball in the 
major leagues and they don't sup- 
port the clubs they have any too 
well. 


The one person who might sav« 


baseball simply won't. That is the 
contentious, enthusiastic fanatic of 
40 years ago. He is dead and his 
zeal was buried with him. 
The 


people want baseball to be "there 
always and always. But they are 
not willing to spend their time and 
money watching it.

So 
far this job is unclassified, as it is 
the only one of its kind in Ameri- 
can Red Cross."

"Today, for instance, I had a call 
from a girl at a Japanese resort 
who ran out of Japanese yen and 
could not change her money, so it 
took me all morning to find a way 
to send her die yen."

She 
says "I am really enjoying my 
job. I still think I don't deserve it, 
but since I have it— well, that's 
good."

He replied he intends to point 


out to the states the advantages of 
taking action in the matter.

BERLIN (sFi — Pages from a 


touring notebook: 


Berlin is a spy's paradise today. 
There is probably more cloak- 


and-dagger stuff going on here 
than in any other big city in the 
world. Some 30 allied intelligence 
services operate, and how many 
Russian agencies are in the field 
is anybody's guess. 


Presumably they are all con- 


stantly' checking on each other, 
and many a Secret agent, looking 
back across his shoulders, must 
have the uneasy feeling that the 
guy following him is himself. 


The normal discussion tone, in 


Berlin is "the big whisper." After 
a*'few days here even the casual 
visitor finds himself talking with 
his hand over his mouth, and he 
begins to feel like a character in 
a B-grade spy thriller. This sense 
of mystery, of being involved in 
something going on that you don't 
understand, pervades the entire 
city. 


Atmosphere of Tension 


Many Bcrliners today have a 


dislike of being registered or cata- 
logued in any way. The atmo- 
sphere of tension that hangs over 
a divided Germany has created 
an unwillingness in many to be 
publicly identified in any way with 
any cause. They fear that today's 
seal .of approval may turn out to 
be tomorrow's death tag. 


In the Berlin Amerika Haus. for 


example, thousands of Germans 
like to come and read the books 
or look at the films provided by 
the U. S' government. But many 


because to do so they would have 
to sign a library card. 


Under the America Haus pro- 


jram—there are 22 libraries scat- 
:ered through Western Germany— 
ihere is no heavy-handed attempt 
to propagandize the Germans, but 
merely to make available to them 
the best achievements of Ameri- 
can social and technical culture. 


Represent America 


"We find that if we stick to the 


job of representing America rather 
than hitting somebody else over 
the head, they respect us more," 
said George Henry of Reading, 
Pa., director of Berlin Amerika 
Haus. 


The library here draws from 300 


to 1,000 visitors a day, many of 
them dwellers of Russian-occupied 
East Berlin anxious to get a first- 
hand peek at the American way 
of life. 


Commie organizations to which 


they belong usually try to discour- 
age such visits by warning of ter- 
rible punishments the Americans 
will inflict upon them.

CHICAGO Cfl •— The Rev. Dr. 


Philip Yarrow. 82. \vlio (or more 
than 30 years was a militant vice 
crusader in Chicago, died Tuesday 
in suburban LaG range. He had 
been bedridden for 12 years after 
he underwent a leg amputation. - 


Dr. Yarrow, who was superin* 


tendent of the Illinois Vigilance 
Assn. for 20 years, staged hundreds 
of raids on brothels, speakeasies 
and bawdy shows in his campaign 
against vice and corruption. 


In the prohibition era. Dr. Yar- 


row, led his crusade against the 
dives of the Capone gangsters and 
the politicians he charged were 
collecting graft. 


Head* Minlntcr* " 


Dr. Yarrow in 1908 headed 300 


ordained ministers in founding the 
Association and in his colorful ca- 
reer he had fought against nudist 
camps, jazz music, movies, beer 
gambling and the Illinois Bell Tele 
phone Company. He assailed jazz 
music and dancing as sex exciting 
and asked for a return to the 'bois- 
terous and rollicking" btfrn dances 
of old. 


The unsuccessful Telephone Com- 


pany fight occurred when Dr. Yar- 
row requested the state commerce 
commission to halt the company 
from furnishing telephones to gam 
bllng establishments. 
The Vigi 


lance association closed its doors 
in 1944, leaving only Dr. Yariow to 
carry on the fight from a hospital 
bed. 


Korn In London 


Dr. Yarrow was born in London 


and educated at Princeton Univer- 
sity. He graduated from Harvard's 
theological seminary in 1899 and 
held pastorates in Chicago and St 
Louis.

ter, Mrs. Alexander Hamilton

H-Bomb's Creator Feels 
Dr. Oppenheimer a Risk 
Dr. Teller Questions His 
'Wisdom, Judgment9 


WASHINGTON MS-The man ere- 


dited by many atomic scientists 
with unlocking the door to the hy- 
drogen bomb says he would feel 
safer if Dr. J. Robert Oppenheimer 
did not have custody of the na- 
tion's vital secrets. 


The scientist is Dr. Edward Tel 


ler, 46-year-old University of Cali- 
fornia professor, who said he re- 
gards Oppenheimer as a loyal 
American but questions his wisdom 
and judgement. 


Oppenhemer himself calls Tel- 


ler the "principal inventor" of the 
fearful H-bomb. 


Rally to Scientist 


But even as Teller expressed 


some reservations about Oppen- 
heimer, father of the atomic bomb 
during World War II, many of the 
key men who worked shoulder to 
shoulder with him in top secret 
projects rallied to Oppenheimer's 
defense, sayjng he was a man of 
complete loyalty, integrity and de- 
votion to his country. 


On the other side of the picture, 


William L. Bordcn, former execu- 
ive secretary of the Senate-House 
Atomic Energy committee, describ- 
:d Oppenheimer as "more prob- 
ably than not an agent of the So-, 
viet Union." 


Teller said he regarded Oppen- 


heimer as loyal, but said "I would 
ike to see the vital interests of 
this country in hands which I un- 
derstand better, and therefore trust 


sion promised a 
decision this 


month. 


The half-million words of test! 


mony 
from 
40 witnesses 
ran 


through the gamut of charges that 
Oppenheimer had been a contribu- 
tor and fellow traveler with Com- 
munist causes until 1942, that he 
lied to Army intelligence officers 
investigating Russian atomic espl- 
onage in 1952 and that he opposed 
an all-out effort to develop the H 
bomb as late as 1949. 


All this was freely conceded by 


Oppenhemer, who said he had 
made mistakes in the past and had 
once been an "idiot," but carefully 
guarded the host of secrets "I have 
had ... in my head a long time. 


And a virtual roll call of former 


AEC commissioners and top atom- 
ic scientists backed up former AEC 
Chairman Gordon Dean, who de- 
scribed Oppenheimer as one of the 
few men who can completel dem- 
onstrate his loyalty to his country 
"by his performance .-. . a man 
of complete integrity . . . a very 
devoted man to his country." 


The most revealing new testi- 


mony was the inside version from 
Dean and other scientists and offi- 
cials of the pulling and hauling In 
secret over whether to launch a 
big H-bomb effort after the Rus- 
sians exploded an atomic bomb 
In the fall of 15)49, and what hap- 
pened to that effort. 


The picture unfolded was that 


even after former President Tru- 
man ordered the H-bomb project 
in January 1950, for more than a 
year the program was stalled and 
prospects were dismal. 


"We never saw anything that 


really had a chance" of producing 
a workable bomb, dean testified, 
until he called all top scientists to- 
gether aba meeting at Princeton, 
N. J., in June 1951. Oppenheimer 
and several other scientists agreed 
that original premises about how 
to build an H-bomb had collapsed 
and the scientists were worVied that 
the presidential diiective could not 
be carried out. 


Then, dramatically, in the spring 


of 1951, Dr. Teller made what was 
described as a "brilliant discov- 
ery" and brought this idea to the 
desperate June meeting at Prince- 
ton. 


Began To Roll 


After two days, Dean said, ev- 


erybody was convinced the project 
at last wns on the right track and 
Oppenhemer himself was "enthu- 
siastic . . . almost thrilled." 


"That is when it began to roll 


and it rolled very fast then," Dean 
said. "I might say that the gadget 
which we originally thought of in 
1949 
probably never would work 


and would have cost in terms of 
A-bombs a price we could never 
have paid." 


Oppenheimer

that "from then on it became 
clear that this was a. program 
which was bound to succeed."

LOMA LINDA, Calif. (/P)—There is no way of pre- 


dicting who will become an alcoholic, says Dr. Andrew 
C. Ivy, but there are seven warning signs. 


The University of Illinois physiologist listed them 


today for the Institute of Scientific Studies for Preven- 
tion of Alcoholism: 


1. Sneaking extra drinks at social functions or try- 


ing to get around the punch bowl to help serve—and to 
help clean up what's left. 


2. Feeling the need for a drink to start the day, or 


before a-busincss conference. 


3. Strong need for a drink at a certain time in the 


day. 


4. Irritability connected with drinking, or being de- 


prived of it. 


5. Drinking alone. 
6. Drinking to prevent the hands from trembling or 
to ease tension. 


7. Steadily increasing daily doses. 
"What they (the warning signs) actually demon- 


strate is that the only sure way to avoid them is not to 
drink at all," said Dr. Ivy, himself a militant teetotaler.
